REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art (US 5,573,387 (Chen) and US 6,170,083 (Adl-Tabatabai)) teaches generating 
persistent unique names and associated coverage points for each of a plurality of basic 
blocks as discussed in the previous rejection, But does not teach that any basic blocks 
including a control statement do not also comprise non-control statements.
